Scores of People in Remote Districts 


Killed and Maimed. 


The Xumbcr of the Dead Sow I?s:i- 


matcd at A'carly Two Hundred 


Persons. 


OELEAXS, April 20.—The excite-- 


mont at Wesson and Beaurogard continues aa 
gi'oa't as over; indood, it is doubtful if it is not 
greater now than • tbo day after tho storm. 
Heavy as-tliojoea of life is, it is likely to grow 
much larger erory day, for there aro a largo 
number of wounded persons in both towns 
who can not possibly recover. 
Deaths likely 


to cccur shortly will ewcll tbo death list of 
Baauregard to thirty-two, and Georgetown to 
twenty-nine. Holionlindon is reported com- 
pletely destroyed. 
Two churches wcro de- 


molished and seventeen persons killed. 


Thero aro full fifteen, very serious gangrene 


casos at Wesson, fivo of whom aro regarded as 
certain to died. Thero aro from twelve to h'f- 
iceu fatally wounded persons at Boanregard 
for wbom.tboro is no hope. Tbo measles has 
broken or.t among tho sick aud is spreading 
and causing socio trouble.

ho broader. Tho Land league as •rganizod 
dealt only with questions of land law, and not 
with those of national and local self-goveru- 
ment The now organization will grapple with 
ill three of thoeo questions and some other bo- 
Bides. 
Yesterday's convention indorsed tho 


policy pursued by Parrioll in hia efforts in bo- 
half ot Ireland and then devised plans for sin 
organization of to-day's mooting, which will bo 
& convention oC tho Irish race in America, and 
consist of duly accroditod delegates from the 
Tarioua benevolent, charitable, and othor Irish 
societies in America. 


Tho call for this second convention slates its 


object to bo to form a now league after the 
plan of tho National league Of Ireland, which 
will bleed into ono organization all tho Irish 
oociotios of tho United States and Canada. The 
tow organization is to bo affiliated with tho 
Irish National league of Ireland. Tho princi- 
ples of tho Irish National league, which was 
formed in Dublin in October kat, aro as fol- 
lows: First, national -self-government; sec- 
ond, land law reform; third, local self-govern- 
ment; fourth, oxtonaion of tho parliamentary 
md municipal franchises; fifth, development 
»nd encouragement of tho labor end industrial 
interests of Ireland. Those principles, it is 
believed, will form tho platform upon which 
tho new national loacno to bo created to-day 
will stand.

"Human lifemaj* be 
of more importance than the life of an 
animal," he continued, "and yet the 
veterinary surgeon may rank as high-as 
him who miuisters'to Humanity. A man 
need not necessarily be an ass because 
he cares for horses. If ever there was a 
faithful animal it was the horse. In the 
opalescent vision'of St. John in the 
Apocalypse the horse was deemed worthy 
of being associated with the gods. Lev- 
in" liberty, how readily he submits to 
bondage. He is ten times stronger than 
man, 
and yet how submissive to man's 


will! If ahorse but knew his rights and 
his power no man could abuse or mal- 
treat him. 
His self-abnegation deserved 


a better fate. " He is the servant of all 
and the slave of all and abused of all," 
He begins life with one year as a colt, 
and when at last he has ceased to be 
useful to the peddler he lias "the only 
privilege of his life—the privilege of dy- 
ing." la war the horse is "as sensitive 
to°danger as the most nervous men. 
When tuo trumpet calls he swallows his 
fear and offers his life as readily as a 
brave aud patient man. Yet for him 
there is no reward, no glittering medal, 
no honorable mention iu the papers and 
nopension." The draft horse was moro 
to be admired than the racer. He was 
the family friend.

King Cnkobau Dead. 


By the death of Cakobau, the ex-King 


of the Fiji Islands, a personage of some 
note in the history of our Colonial Em- 
pire disappears. .Up to tiie year 1874, 
when his sovereignty was ceded to En- 
gland, lie was 'nominally at least the 
"Tui Viti," though forty other minor 
sovereigns disputed his' claim to the 
monarchy of the Cannibal isles, and it 
was always an open question whether he 
had any right to be recognized as su- 
premo. Happily, however, for him, the 
fact that Levuka, the principal port of 
the group was situated in the islet which 
he ruled in a vicarious way, determined 
the question. 
Accordingly, for eight 


years, his Majesty enjoyed the dignity 
of a retired potentate, and the more sub- 
stantial £1,500 a year which 'he drew 
from the Colonial Treasury, while his 
"Vuni Valu," or war club, in all the 
splendor of silver mounting, keeps com- 
pany with Hogee Kal Kalli's umbrella 
among the treasures of South Kensing- 
ton. 
Wo are afraid, 'however, that 


"Cakobau Reg.," as he had been taught- 
to sign his name, was never much of a 
King! 'He attained the Vitean throne too 
late°to have all his own way, and abdi- 
cated too early to obtain a place in tho 
"Almiv.iach de Gota," Succeeding his 
father, Tanoa, in 1852, he began a prom- 
ising career of cannibalism and conquest. 
Butm neither .role did Cakobau greatly 
distinguish himself, for he deserted the 
dietary of his ancestors in order to em- 
brace Christianity, and for many years 
before his death he was a consistent 
member of the Weslcyan Connection. 
About the same time the islands which 
*he had annexed repudiated his author- 
ity, and unruly settlers from New South 
Wales gave him'more trouble than even 
his anthropophagous subjects. 
Not 


knowing whither to turn, the Kingv as 
early as 1S58, offered his dominions, first 
to England and then to the United 
States, in both instances meeting with a 
refusal. By and by matters grew worse 
rather than better. Fined for outrages 
on Europeans which he had no power to 
prevent, he fell into the clutches of the 
Stock .Exchange in the shape of certain 
Melbourne financiers, and- a Tougan 
Chief named Maafa threatened -to oust 
him altogether from the throne.-' But if; 
Cakobau had little of the substance -of 
royalty, he had most of its emblems.' 
His coach, carried for a time on 'the: 
backs of human beings, was a gorgeous 
vehicle. His crown and sceptre were 
the wonder of the Fijians. He had a 
Parliament with a Ministry and. an op- 
position, and the usual officers of State;; 
while Lie postage-stamps of the Fijian 
sovereign were until lately used in the 
colony," "V. R." being simply printed 
over the "C. R." of the ancient regime. 
Neither regalia 
nor postage-stamps 


could, however, save Fiji. To use the 
words of the shrewd King, "It was a 
piece of driftwood on the sea, to be' 
picked up by the first-passer-by"; arid 
to save the Australian colonies from the 
risk of disagreeable neighbors, Sir Her- 
cules Robinson accepted its cession.. In 
personal appearance Cakobau, or Tliak- 
ambau as his name is phonetically 
spelled, was not unkingly, and after he 
o-ot over the discomtort of wearing 
clothes he managed to play his part with 
considerable eclat. . Like the Papua" 
race o-enerally, ne was Rlmo3ti black,'but 
his wliite hair, beard and whiskers gave 
him that venerable appearance which 
the ncc-TO carries so well. His sons'were 
educated in Sydney and speak English, 
fluently. "Boko" Timothy, who in- 
herits the family honors and us much of 
the pension as he can get, is a singularly 


• handsome man, tall, and with a carnage 
; so princely that one regrets the1 untoward 
' circumstances which condemn'him to a 


] life of comfortable obscurity.— London

Why, it simply stands to rea- 
son that the late trial was fraught with 
prejudice an'd bias. The people of Eock 
county, -where the trial occurred, were 
exasperated at several morders which had 
taken place there immediately- preceding 
our trial. The celebrated Mack case and 
several others had cost that, county be- 
tween 314,000 and $18,000, and tbe farm- 
ers^ especially, harbored the most bitter 
and hostile feelings towards the crimi- 
nal class. The jury m our case was almost 
entirely composed of farmers. But the 
sentiment since then has changed great- 
ly, and the^pe'ople are disposed to view 
the matter in its true light, after all the 
facts have been brought out.
